In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Specification objections. 112 rejection, and 102 rejections were 
discussed. The examiner analyzed the model and questioned the "load force". Antecedent basis to the terms listed on 
the specification objection of 8/25/05 will be provided to coincide and clarify the components in the specification with 
those in the claims. The limitation "that pushes" in claim 6, line 2 was agreed to be changed to "able to push" or an 
alternative language not indicating that the hanger pushes the spring pin down all the time. Applicant explained the 
load force being on the attachments when a load is applied with a weight. Ms. Ehrhard argued that De Pew's device 
operated differently than applicant's invention and in particular that the load force is present in De Pew's device. The 
examiner explained that the limitation "load force is distributed away from the trigger" in claim 1, line 8, has been 
considered with its broadest reasonable interpretation as a load when applied to De Pew's device will provide a 
distributed force on the device. The argument that De Pew's device operates differently was not persuasive as the 
claim does not set forth any structural differences between the applicant's device and thus the components in De 
Pew's inherently anticipate the recited components as claimed. The applicant suggested that the trap contains a 
flange and that the clips are held between the main structure and the flange of the trap. The examiner indicated that 
the introduction of a flange on the trap would not impose new matter as long as the flange was shown in the drawings. 
The applicant would consider the new limitation "the attachments being between a flange of the trap and the main 
structure". The examiner explained that the change would overcome De Pew as the attachments of De Pew's are 
between the balls and the main structure. Further search and/or consideration will be required if amended.
